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LETTER FROM GALLATIN.

E d i t o r H e r a ld : — Thinking that 
the many readers of your valuable 
paper would be interested in reading 
something of the agricultural interests 
and the doings of the people of this 
locality, we have presumed to intrude 
a few item s into your columns. Farm­ 
ing is the principal business of this 
valley—the raising of corn, barley and 
rye. The corn crop of this valley, 
front present indications, will this 
year be one-third larger than any pre­ 
vious year. 
We estimate the acreage 
of this valley planted in corn this year 
at seven thousand acres, with an aver­ 
age of forty bushels per acre (which 
we believe is not over-estimated), 
making a total of two hundred and 
eighty thousand bushels, worth fifty 
cents per bushel. Total amount, one 
hundred and forty thousand dollars; 
while we have 
one-third 
of that 
amount of land in barley and rye, 
making seventy thousand bushels of 
those cereals, worth at present prices 
ubout forty cents per bushel, making 
a total of twenty-eight thousand dol­ 
lars. Tills estimate includes the hay 
crop, for we are not posted as to what 
amount of grain lias been cut for hay; 
but whether cut for hay or harvested 
for grain, the value 111 money 19 about 
tile same, giving a total valuation for 
CORN 
AND 
OTHER 
CEREALS 
OF 
$108,000. 
This estimate docs not include vego 
tables and fruit,of “which there is a suf­ 
ficiency of the former for home con­ 
sumption and to spare. 
There is not 
yet fruit enough grown in this valley 
for home consumption, but our people 
are alive to that interest, and are pre­ 
paring to plant largely another year. 
In our estimation of crops in this com­ 
munity we only include what is known 
as the Island, a strip of land eight 
miles in length by two in width. Out­ 
side of this estimate is Old Los Nietos, 
New River, and a portion of 


LOS COYOTES RANCIIO, 
W hich will add at least one-third o 
our estimate, all in Los Nietos Town­ 
ship. 
Besides, our pork and beef in­ 
terest will add 
another important 
item of revenue to our valley. Taken 
all together, we can safely estimate 
the surplus products of the township 
at nearly a quarter of a million of dol­ 
lars for the present year, provided we 
can realize a fair price for our produce. 
Who says that the projected railroad 
to our back country should not be 
built? When once built it will give 
us a market in the mines for all of our 
surplus 
produce 
at 
remunerative 
prices, and lead to the discovery of 
new and valuable mines, giving em ­ 
ployment to thousands of laborers, 
who must he fed from our Egypt of 
the Pacific Coast. 
As I do not wish to weary the pa­ 
tience of your readers, I w ill close, 
and pursue the subject further in the 
future.

Opinions of a Visitor. 


A correspondent of the Mendocino 
county Independent Dispaiah, writing 
from this city under date of June Gth, 
says a good many good tilings about 
Los Angeles city and valley. 
We 
make the following extract: 
There are about three hundred ar­ 
rivals hero daily, a great many being 
from the Eastern States and some 
from Europe. The city of I,os Angeles 
is nearly one hundred years old, and 
is, or rather was, a Spanish town. 
Many of the old adoba buildings with 
tiled roofs are yet standing, but they 
are fast giving way to a more im ­ 
proved and American style of archi­ 
tecture. The city is built upon a large 
valley, or, more properly, you might 
call it a plain. 
The land is exceed­ 
ingly fertile, and there is a great quan­ 
tity of it good. 
Taking Los Angeles 
as a center with a radius of one hun­ 
dred miles, and it would describe a 
semi-cirele of land that (as has been 
estimated) will support a m illion of 
people in comfortable circumstances, 
and I do not think the estimate is too 
great. 
The productiveness of the soil is in­ 
deed wonderful, and there is ne place 
011 eartli where the labor of man can 
accomplish so much as in this coun­ 
try. 
You cannot name a tree, a shrub, 
a cereal or flower that will not grow 
here and flourish in the open air. 
Fruits and flowers of the high lati­ 
tudes grow side by side with those of 
the torrid zone, and oranges, apples, al­ 
monds, peaches, grapes, olives, lem­ 
ons, pomegranates, figs and many 
other fruits, can be found in the same 
orchard. The climate is very even, 
the thermometer rarely falling below 
54° in Winter or rising above 90° in 
the Summer. 
I have been here about 
a week, and during that period have 
not 
experienced 
any 
unpleasant 
weather. 
The 
improved 
grounds 
around the residences of some of the 
citizens here are beautiful beyond de­ 
scription. The greatest rarity of trees 
(fruit-bearing and ornamental,) and 
shrub* and vines of tlie rarest and 
choicest quality, grow in the richest 
profusion while the air is perfumed I y 
a display of flowers that would rival 
any exotic garden in the world, and 
the groves aro vocal with the music of 
the finest singing bird, tiie mocking­ 
bird, which is a native of this place. 
This bird is protected by law, and it is 
a fine to kill or trap one of them or to 
take one of their eggs out of the nest. 
He almost seems possessed of intelli­ 
gence enough to appreciate the dis­ 
tinguished honor thus paid him by 
the law of the laud us with an aristo­ 
cratic air he flies from tree-top to tree- 
top im itating the sounds that he hears 
around him. 
This city I think is destined to be­ 
come a great one, and the country 
around it is certainly amply capable 
of supporting it.

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Indian Management. 


“ Lo, the poor Indian” or rather the 
privilege of looking after his interests 
and the right to swindle him out of 
his supplies, is giving the Government 
no small amount of trouble, besides 
causing a good deal of ill feeling 
among 
those 
good 
people 
who 
are struggling for big Indian offices 
and Indian supply contracts. 
The 
truth is the Indians of the United 
States are a much wronged people. 
Of all the robberies practiced by Fed­ 
eral officials, those worked on the In­ 
dians are beyond doubt the most bare­ 
faced and the most cruel. The Gov­ 
ernm ent has under its protection hun­ 
dreds of tribes whose lands and homes 
have been taken from them, and they 
moved upon Reservations. They are, 
under the contract, to receive certain 
amounts of clothing and provisions 
annually; but wlii'e the Government 
actually pays for these things, the In­ 
dians never receive them. The peo­ 
ple pay for the best quality of Indian 
supplies and the Indians receive the 
poorest quality th at can be found in 
the market. The people are robbed 
and the Indians are robbed. These 
robberies are the work of tlie agents— 
tlie middlemen—between the Govern­ 
ment and the Indians. 
Contractors 
and Indian agents as a general thing 
soon get rich. The process is simple 
and easy. The agent makes out a re­ 
quisition for the full am ount of the 
best supplies and the Government 
pays the hill. The Indians receive 
the smallest possible am ount and of 
the poorest quality. The difference 
between ten sacks of mouldy flour 
which the Indians get and the thous­ 
and sucks of good flour which the Gov­ 
ernment pays for, assists the agent in 
m aking his fortune. The Indian com­ 
plains, but he can only do so to the 
agent, and the agent tells the Indian 
th at the Government is responsible for 
the short supplies. 
Any whining, 
hypocritical rascal is sm art enough to 
defraud the Government and starve a 
tribe of Indians into killing a few 
white wopren and children. 


Neglected Education. 


One very important feature in the 
education of the average American ap­ 
pears to have suffered neglect of late. 
The old Californians, who were young 
men twenty years ago, were not de- 
flcent in the art of pistol-shooting. 
Back 
in 
the 
days 
of 
’49 
and 
’50 we all remember that then the 
soft note of the pistol m eant a funeral. 
Then a shooting affray always re­ 
duced our population one, and some­ 
times two. Then when two men com­ 
menced shooting at each other some 
one was certain to be hit, and it rarely 
happened that an outsider—a mere 
looker on in Venice—was the recip­ 
ient of the blue pill. The hoys were 
in practice in those days, and it was a 
comfort to look on at a shooting bout. 
The only parties who ran the slightest 
risk were the principals, and their 
risk was by no means slight. 
H e was 
counted a poor shot in the good old 
times who could not spoil the red 
spot in the ace of hearts, at ten paces, 
four shots out of flvc, and an exchange 
of shots where no one was killed was 
a disgrace to the shooters and a sub­ 
ject of ridicule throughout the camp. 
We are sorry the youth of the present 
day do not compare with the early 
gold-diggers in the art of pistol-shoot­ 
ing. 
W e regard a dead shot with a 
six-shooler as a great moral reformer. 
Ten to one his victims have lived long 
enough for the good of the com m u­ 
nity, and when he too is picked off, 
by one of his kind who chances to get 
the ’‘drop,” it is a sign th at public 
morals no longer require his presence. 
But we have a thorough contem pt for 
the modem shootist. 
lie never hits 
one of his kind, and usually kills 
or wounds an innocent bystander—a 
boy, perhaps, who hut for his untimely 
taking off m ight have lived to be a 
good citizen. 
It is a disgrace to the 
the memory of Colt to see a couple 
of hoodlums empty their six-shooters 
a t each other, with no more liurm 
than killing a passer-by or two. The 
Industrial school should have a pistol 
gallery, and no inm ate of the estab­ 
lishment should be permitted to leave 
Until he could lodge every shot in the 
body of a D e Y o u n g at ten paces. 


S a n t a B a u u a h a has just closed her 
first trial for a violation of the Local 
Option 
law. 
The 
defendant 
was 
charged with selling liquor in quanti­ 
ties of less than live gallons. 
A num ­ 
ber of witnesses were called, but none 
of them were quite sure they had seen 
the defendant sell or give away liquor 
in small lots. 
The prosecuting attor­ 
ney saw ho could not convict, and 
asked th at the 
ease be dismissed, 
which was accordingly done. 
This is 
hailed as victory number one by the 
retail dealers of the little citydown by 
the sea. 


T h e San Francisco Pont asserts that 
all partnership notifications published 
prior to July 1st are void. 
This state­ 
m ent is made on the belief that the 
law requiring such publication does 
not go into effect until July 1st. 
We 
have some very good lawyers in Los 
Angeles, and after reading the law 
they assert that partnership notices 
published this month are legal and 
cannot be nullified. 
.

Compulsory Voting. 


The H e r a l d ' s suggestion made a 
few days ago on the advantage of com­ 
pulsory voting has m et the approba­ 
tion of thinking men. 
A number of 
letters have been received by the ed­ 
itor Indorsing the idea and urging a 
further agitation of the proposition. 
A careful study of the plan only 
strengthens the conviction that it of­ 
fers the oYily practical means by which 
the honest portion of the community 
may defend themselves against the 
wrongs growing out of the influence 
of had men over irresponsible voters. 
If all voted who have the right, we 
should have fewer bad officers, and 
public positions would be filled with 
honest, conscientious men, who would 
discharge their duty with credit to 
themselves and honor to those placing 
them in positions of power and trust. 
This reward ought to be sufficient in­ 
centive to secure the vote of every le­ 
gitimate voter, but experience has 
demonstrated that it is not, and we all 
know how large a proportion of those 
possessing the right of suffrage fails to 
exercise th at right at all ordinary 
elections. 
By enforcing the payment 
of poll-tax the law compels men to 
purchase the right to vote, but the law 
does not exact the legal exercise of 
that right after it is secured. It would 
probably shut out m any bad votes, or 
at least benefit the State by compell­ 
ing those bad men who use them to 
pay the tax, to require every m an 
who presents himself at the ballot-box 
to show his poll-tax receipt before de­ 
positing his vote, and we are quite 
confident that a law compelling each 
legal voter to vote would reduce the 
value of corrupt votes and ultimately 
so purify the ballot-box that honest 
men would no longer regard it as use­ 
less to attend elections. 


Liability of Stockholders. 


As there appears to be a wrong im­ 
pression in the public mind regarding 
the liability of stockholders in incor­ 
porated companies, we give the fol­ 
lowing extract from Section 323 of the 
Civil Code, as amended at the last 
session of the Legislature: 


S e c t io n 322. Each stock holder oí a corpor­ 
ation is individually am i personally liable for 
such proportion of i s debts and liabilities as 
the am ount of stock or shares owned by him 
bears to the whole of the subscribed capital 
stock or shares of the corp<ffation and for a 
like proportion only of each debt or claim 
against the corporation. Any creditor of the 
corporation m ay institute joint or several ac­ 
tions against any of its stockholders for the 
proportion of his claim p.iyaule by each, and 
in such uction the Court m ust ascerta u the 
proportion of the claim ordebt for which each 
defendant is liable, and a several judgm ent 
m ust be rendered against each, in conformity 
therewith. 
' 


T h e press of Sacramento city is op­ 
posed to Local Option and the people 
themselves will only consent to vote 
for no-license with a proviso. They 
are willing to do away with the retail 
liquor business during the dull season; 
but during State Conventions and 
sessions of the Legislature they wish 
to be exem pt from the provisions of 
the temperance law. 
It is on these 
occasions Sacramento reaps her har­ 
vest. Then the poorestclass of whisky 
is sold at two bits a drink, hash houses 
adopt the prices of first-class hotels, 
rooms that are em pty all the rem ain­ 
der of the year rent a t fabulous rates. 
Sacramento has an eye to State Con­ 
ventions 
and Legislative sessions. 
They are the nets in which she catches 
her annual supply of fish, and she 
does not want them interfered with 
by Local Option wing-dams. 


T h e San*Francisco Bulletin claims 
that the friends of the railroad a t­ 
tempted to load F r e e m a n ’s Freights 
and 
Fares 
bill w ith 
impractical 
amendments in order to defeat its pas­ 
sage or render it unpopular should it 
become a law; but th at the supporters 
of the bill saw the intention and voted 
down the am endm ents as fast as they 
came up. This is weak. The bill was 
as impractical as it was possible for an 
impractical man to make it when it 
left Mr. F r e e m a n ’s hands, and any 
am endm ent made could not but im ­ 
prove it. 
Besides, if the friends of the 
bill were sufficiently powerful to kill 
all amendments offered, how was it 
that they did not pass the hill itself? 
The power to do one was all that was 
required to do the other. 


R h o d e 
I s l a n d 
cannot elect 
a 
United States Senator. The trouble 
does not originate from the fact that 
she has no candidates, but that she has 
so m any that her Legislature cannot 
agree which is the best man. There 
is no occasion lor haste now, as Con­ 
gress will adjourn in a few days and 
the new Senator will not be needed 
until the meeting of the next Con­ 
gress, which will transpire several 
months hence. 


A company has been formed in Mer­ 
ced county for the purpose of bringing 
lumber from the Sierra Nevadas to 
Merced City. A saw-mill having a 
capacity for dressing fifty thousand 
feet of lumber every twenty-four hours 
has been built at the head waters of 
the Fresno river, from which a V 
shaped flume is in process of construc­ 
tion that is intended to he fifty-two 
miles in length. 


The case of the People vs. Geiger 
and Alexander, for the murder of Mrs. 
O. Strong in Mendocino county, was 
called Monday morning in the District 
Court a t Santa Rosa, but the case was 
continued till the 24th of August. 


The Sheriff of Siskiyou county offers 
a reward of $100 for the arrest of Hugh 
Clowson, a prisoner who escaped from 
the Yreka jail on the lltli of June.
